road contracts 
are announced 

JACKSON, Ky., Aug. 17- 
Governor Ernie Fletcher and Act- 
ing Transportation Secretary Bill 
Nighbert have announced the 
awarding of a $472,327.50 con- 
tract for highway improvements 
in Morgan County. “This project 
is an example of our 
administration’s goal of provid- 
ing a safe and reliable transpor- 
tation system for all Kentuck- 
ians,” Governor Fletcher said. 

The contract calls for resurfac- 
ing sections of two highways to- 
taling 5.29 miles. 

The first section includes 2.05 
miles of Ky. 205, the Helechawa- 
Buskirk-Greear Road, between 
Ky. 844 and Ky. 705. This project 
also includes the installation of 
thermoplastic pavement intersec-

Forums reveal effects 
of fast paced modern 
life on citizens’ health

In a series of health forums 
held across Morgan County an 
unexpected phrase keeps emerg- 
ing: “Our world is too fast pace.” 

This concept of life on the go 
continually comes up in forum 
discussions. Even residents in ru- 
ral Morgan County have not es- 
caped the speed of life in 2005. 

Although there are still 24 
hours in a day and seven days in 
a week, there does not seem to be 
enough time to get everything 
done. The very thought of exer- 
cising, cooking a healthy meal, or 
eating supper as a family seems 
foreign to a great number of the 
forum participants. 

In the health forums, Morgan 
County participants have drawn 
links between the limited hours 
in the day, on-going tasks to be 
completed, and choosing which 
tasks are the most urgent. These 
same participants have high- 
lighted shifts in the local 
economy and changing family 
structures as causes for life on the 
go- 

Participants are not necessar- 
ily trying to place blame for the 
local health issues on someone 
else. Actually they are unraveling 
the complex web between per- 
sonal health decisions, fast paced 
life, shifts in the local economy 
and changes to the family struc- 
ture. The convergence of all these 
factors affects our health. 

Many participants can un-

Accusation filed 
against former 
Morgan pastor 

A former pastor of the Prince 
of Peace Catholic Church has 
been accused of sexual miscon- 
duct with a minor, according to 
the Roman Catholic Diocese of 
Lexington.

It Is A Mess!

In less than two weeks, Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher goes before a spe- 
cial Franklin County grand jury 
alone, without an attorney by his 
side and under oath, to answer 
questions about the state Merit 
System scandal that is ripping 
Fletcher’s administration to 
pieces. 

Fletcher’s testimony - if he 
gives it - comes down to two key 
questions: What did Fletcher 
know about an alleged effort, 
mainly in his Transportation Cabi- 
net, to fire, transfer or force to re- 
tire his employees under the Merit 
System protection because of their 
political affiliation and replace 
them with Fletcher supporters; 
and when did Fletcher know about 
it. 

One large problem facing 
Fletcher with the grand jury is that 
a number of his original Transpor- 
tation Cabinet appointees who 
apparently attempted to follow the 
letter of the Merit System law 
were either fired or transferred at 
Fletcher’s direction and then re- 
placed by many of those the grand 
jury has indicted for abuse of the 
Merit System. 

It is a no-win situation: 
Fletcher cannot admit the replace- 
ments were made, including the 
Transportation Cabinet secretary, 
to move Republicans into Merit 
System jobs held by Democrats or 
else face his own indictment. If 
the Transportation Cabinet 
shakeup was at the urging of oth- 
ers, Fletcher comes off as merely 
a figurehead governor being used 
as a pawn by those from the Cabi- 
net now under indictment. 

Another complication for 
Fletcher’s grand jury appearance 
is the revelation last week that, 
despite the governor’s claim no 
one warned of possible Merit Sys- 
tem violation, Fletcher’s own 
deputy chief of staff received just 
such a warning in February, 
months before a Transportation 
Cabinet whistleblower took his 
allegations of wrongdoing to 
Stumbo. 

In a Feb. 26 e-mail, Otis Reed, 



In a unanimous decision, the 
North Carolina Supreme Court 
ruled Aug. 19 that cigarette com- 
panies must pay millions of dol- 
lars to tobacco growers in a final 
installemnt of a deal with tobacco 
states. 

The deal was struck in 1999, 
after the national tobacco settle- 
ment in 1998, as a way to com- 
pensate growers for reductions in 
federal quotas as a result of the 
national settlement. It said that if 
growers were otherwise compen- 
sated for their quotas, the pay- 
ments would end. The repeal of 
the tobacco quota and price-sup- 
port program on Oct. 22, 2004, 
established a quota buyout, but 
checks have not been cut. 

A business-court judge in 
North Carolina, where the deal 
was signed and some major ciga- 
rette companies are headquar- 



the Cabinet’s personnel director at 
the time, sent to Deputy Chief of 
Staff Dick Murgatroyd a com- 
plaint about how some in the 
Cabinet were hiring and firing 
Merit System employees: 

“I don’t know if they don’t 
know the law, or if they just don’t 
care - and that’s the scary part,” 
Reed wrote. 

Murgatroyd replied, “They be- 
lieve they are above it.” 

Reed was ousted in the Cabi- 
net shakeup. Murgatroyd has been 
indicted. 

So there was a high-level con- 
cern back in February that the 
Merit System law was not being 
followed in the Transportation 
Cabinet. And one of Fletcher ’s top 
aides knew about that concern 
long before the whistleblower be- 
gan collecting his evidence. 

Fletcher undoubtedly will be 
asked if Murgatroyd brought 
Reed’s concerns to the governor’s 
attention and if he did, what 
Fletcher did or did not do about 
it. 

All of these embarrassing and 
potentially explosive grand jury 
questions for Fletcher are exactly 
the reason Fletcher’s attorneys - 
public and private - will advise 
him to decline to testify under his 
Fifth Amendment right to avoid 
incriminating himself. 

That will not be an easy deci- 
sion for Fletcher to make. If he 
does decline, even though it is his 
constitutional right, many will 
believe he has something to hide. 
Politically, that is devastating, es- 
pecially since the scandal is bound 
to drag on for months while 
Fletcher attempts to put together 
a re-election campaign. 

But there are so many poten- 
tially damaging questions that 
could come up if Fletcher does 
decide to testify that the political 
fallout from invoking the Fifth 
Amendment is a lot less damag- 
ing than an indictment later for 
being a part of the alleged abuse 
of Merit System law. 

In either case, as Senate Presi- 
dent David Williams put it suc- 
cinctly last week: It is “a mess.” 



tered, ruled that passage of the 
legislation relieved the companies 
of the need to make the scheduled 
“Phase 2” payments to states for 
growers on Dec, 31, 2004. The 
legislation was silent on the sub- 
ject. 

In Kentucky, the ruling means 
that the state Agricultural Devel- 
opment Board will be able to 
spend $211 million on develop- 
ing its agricultural economy rather 
than using the money for Phase 2 
checks. 

Under strong political pressure 
from the state's 160,000 quota 
holders, the state legislature 
funded Phase 2 payments with 
settlement money. The payments 
totaled $114 million, but the ulti- 
mate cost to the state would have 
been $211 million because most 
of the money came from a bond 
issue. — Ky. Institute of Rural Journalism

MY BAD!! 

Lynn Nickell discovers it pays 
to research before making a ca- 
sual statement.

In the story about Morgan 
County’s high school basketball 
team in 1941, 1 stated that Merle 
Nickell made the All-District team 
three years while in high school 
and that “to my knowledge he was 
the only one that I knew about.” 
That’s where I made a mistake!! 
If I had checked my book, “Pan- 
thers, Devils and Cougars” more 
closely I would have known that 
Billy Black made the All-District 
team in 1944, 45, and 46. Two of 
those years were during the war 
years. 

In the article written about the 
1941 Ezel team I didn’t mention 
that Jay Feach was also on the All- 
District three years. I was writing 
about the World War II time 
frame. Jay played at a different 
time, but it would have been nice 
to have mentioned him. In other 
words, I “goofed,” or as our young 
people say today, “My Bad”! 

There is some information 
about the 1954 Ezel team, which 
Jay played on in “Panthers, Dev- 
ils and Cougars” by Nickell. In 
1954, Ezel lost to Salyersville in 
the first game of the district. No 
score was found. Morgan County 
defeated Salyersville in the finals, 
69-56. In 1955, no score is found 
for the Ezel game in the tourney, 
but Morgan County defeated 
Sandy Hook, 69-66, in the finals. 
I did notice something unusual for 
that year — According to my 
records, Morgan County and Ezel 
did not play during the season. In 
1956, Ezel lost to Salyersville (no 
score was found) and Morgan 
County defeated Salyersville in 
the final game. 

The intent of the basketball ar- 
ticles was to print a photo of each 
of the high school teams in 1941 
and a little about their teams dur- 
ing the World War II years, not to 
write about various individual 
records, but it is interesting to hear 
of them.

PSC denies co-op’s 
bid for line through 
Boone Natl. Forest 

“A power company will not be 
allowed to run a 4. 8 -mile power 
line through the Daniel Boone 
National Forest,” under a ruling 
today from Kentucky regulators, 
The Associated Press reports. 

The Kentucky Public Service 
Commission said East Kentucky 
Power Cooperative should use its 
existing rights of way and not cut 
a new path across the forest near 
Morehead, along Interstate 64. 
The co-op has estimated the alter- 
native would cost $1 million, add- 
ing a penny a month to the aver- 
age bill. The co-op, which gener- 
ates power for several distribution 
co-ops in Eastern and Central 
Kentucky, said it would appeal. 
"We are stunned by the Public 
Service Commission's order," 
spokesman Nick Comes said. 

Morehead-area resident Doug 
Doerrfeld and two environmental 
groups, Kentucky Heartwood and 
the Indiana-based Heartwood, 
have sued in federal court to stop 
the line's construction. They say 
the line across Big Perry Moun- 
tain "would cut through one of the 
largest chunks of forested land in 
the area," AP reports.

Magoffin woman 
goes on trial for 
Medicare fraud 

The head of the Kentucky 
Black Lung Association, formed 
to help coal miners deal with the 
debilitating disease and the legal 
wrangles surrouding iot, is being 
tried on charges of Medicare 
fraud. 

“Carolyn Sue ‘Susie’Davis, 
57, of Salyersville, was indicted 
in May along with her husband on 
charges of fraud and obstruction 
of a health care investigation. Dr. 
Raghu Sundaram, 62, of Mont- 
gomery, Ala., a former Floyd 
County physician, also was 
charged with Medicare fraud, in 
the case, for allegedly signing 
bogus claim forms,” according to 
WKYT-TV in a composite story 
using information from The As- 
sociated Press, and the Lexington 
Herald-Leader. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Patrick 
Molloy charged Susie Davis sent 
coal miners to Sundaram for 
medical examinations and 
Sundaram would tell the miners 
to get oxygen at J and J Medical, 
a Pikeville medical supply store 
operated, on paper, by Otis Davis, 
but secretly co-owned and con- 
trolled by Susie Davis. If con- 
victed, the defendants face maxi- 
mum penalties of up to 10 years 
in prison and $250,000 in fines. 
The trial, which began Aug. 16, 
isn't expected to conclude until 
late this week. Lexington attorney 
Brent Caldwell of Lexington de- 
nied his client took kickbacks 
from Davis.

Teacher fired 
after death of 
youth to retire 

SANDY HOOK — An Elliott 
County teacher who was fired af- 
ter a high school graduate died at 
her home of an apparent drug 
overdose in July, has retired, and 
according to Superintendent of 
Schools John Claude Williams, 
will not appeal her dismissal. 

Williams said Joy Ferguson 
did not ask that her case be taken 
before a Department of Education 
tribunal within the time allotted. 

“She came and told me she 
was going to retire,” Williams 
told an Ashland Independent re- 
porter. 

School employees have 10 
days to ask the Department of 
Education for a tribunal- style ap- 
peal. 

Kyle McDaniel, 18, a 2005 
Elliott County High School 
graduate, was found unresponsive 
at Ferguson’s home on July 2 and 
later was pronounced dead. 

State Police were were called 
to investigate the “apparent over- 
dose death” but said that no foul 
play was suspected. 

Ferguson, who has not been 
charged in relation to McDaniel’s 
death, pleaded not guilty to a 
charge of possession of mari- 
juana, at an Aug. 11 arraignment 
hearing in Elliott District Court. 
A pretrial conference was sched- 
uled for Thursday of last week. 

State Police Trooper Ralph 
Lockard said an investigation into 
McDaniel’s death is continuing 



and said officers still have only 
preliminary autopsy results. 

Police have said there was no 
sign of a struggle or trauma and 
that indications were that 
McDaniel willingly took any sub- 
stances on his own.

Think food safety, nutrition 
as the school doors open 



Since school doors have just 
opened in Morgan County and to 
throngs of Kentucky children, 
now is a good time to remember 
some food safety and nutrition 
tips for children’s “brown bag” 
lunches and after-school snacks. 

To be sure food safety is the 
main ingredient of school lunches 
or snacks, keep cold foods below 
40° F. Put cold liquid foods in a 
previously chilled vacuum bottle. 
Use an ice pack or gel freezer 
pack to keep solid foods cold. 
Freeze boxed juices or drinks in 
a plastic bottle the night before; 
then put the frozen drink in with 
the other foods. 

Use chilled ingredients to 
make sandwiches. 

Freeze sandwiches made with 
simple ingredients such as peanut 
butter and sliced meat or poultry. 
The sandwich will thaw my meal- 
time, but remain cold enough to 
prevent growth of bacteria that 
cause foodborne illnesses. 

Do not freeze sandwiches con- 
taining ingredients like mayon- 
naise or mayonnaise-like dress- 
ings, because freezing causes oil 
and water separation. This can 
make bread soggy. Instead, buy 
single-serving packets of mayon- 
naise and dressings, or put these 
in separate containers. Butter and 
stick margarine do not separate 
when frozen. 

Maintain hot foods at 140° F 
or higher. Use a vacuum bottle to 
maintain the temperature of hot 
liquid foods such as soups or 
stews. Put boiling water in the 
bottle for several minutes before 
adding hot foods. 

Always throw away any per- 
ishable leftover lunch or snack 
food items that might have “got- 
ten too hot” or been exposed to 
room temperature more than 2 
hours. Remember the saying, 
“when in doubt, throw it out.” 



Also, thoroughly clean lunch 
boxes; wash hands well in hot 
soapy water between preparations 
of different types of food; and use 
clean utensils and work surfaces. 

Letting children help prepare 
their school lunches or after- 
school snacks has several advan- 
tages. It gives children opportu- 
nities to think about the nutri- 
tional qualities and healthfulness 
of the foods they eat. Helping 
choose and prepare foods also 
boosts their self confidence and 
makes them feel comfortable 
working in the kitchen. They 
might even want to help pack 
their lunches or snacks, thereby 
learning more about food safety. 

Since children agree to the 
food choices for their lunches or 
snacks, allow them the opportu- 
nity to introduce new foods. In 
addition, one has the peace of 
mind that they are eating what 
they want and not trading with 
friends, who might have less nu- 
tritional lunches or snacks. 

Remember to take into ac- 
count children’s overall eating 
pattern when preparing foods; 
one meal or snack will not break 
the nutritional bandwagon. Gen- 
erally, a lunch should contain 
about one-third of the day’s nu- 
trients and calories. Offer a vari- 
ety of foods including two serv- 
ings of fruits or vegetables and 
two of bread and grains, as well 
as some protein and low-fat milk 
or other dairy product.

by Fire Chief Jones to purchase 
a thermo-imaging camera for 
the fire department. Jones said 
the camera would allow 
firefighters to locate people in- 
side burning buildings and pin- 
point fire within interior walls. 

In other business, the Council 
approved tax rates for 2005, as 
follows: 

Real property: 20.20 cents per 
$100 of assessed value, up from 
20.10 cents per $100 last year. 

Tangible: 21.49 cents per $100 
of assessed value, down from 
23.12 cents per $100 last year. 

Motor vehicles: 16 cents per 
$100 of assessed value, the same 
as last year. 

The new tax rates are expected 
to generate an overall 3 percent 
increase in revenues over last 
year.

An Ordinance Relating To 
The Fixing Of The Annual Tax 
Rate On Ad Valorem Real Es- 
tate, Personal Property And 
Motor Vehicles For the City Of 
West Liberty, Kentucky For 
Tax Year 2005. 

WHEREAS, it is necessary 
and proper for the City of West 
Liberty, Kentucky, to fix the an- 
nual tax rate on ad valorem real 
estate, personal property, and 
motor vehicles. 

SECTION I. There is levied 
an annual ad valorem tax for the 
City of West Liberty General 
Fund purposes of 20.20 cents 
upon each One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars of value of real 
property and 21.49 cents upon 
each One Hundred ($100.00) dol- 
lars of value on all tangible per- 
sonal property which can be le- 
gally assessed for taxation by the 
City of West Liberty, Kentucky. 
3.0 cents upon each One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars of value of all 
real and tangible property to be 
used in the Fire Tax Fund. 

SECTION II: There is levied 
an annual tax rate of 16 cents of 
each One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars of the fair cash value upon 
all motor vehicles in the City of 
West Liberty, Kentucky, for gen- 
eral fund purposes to the city. 

SECTION III: There is levied 
an annual tax rate of 25 cents of 
each One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars of fair cash value upon all 
Bank Franchise and Local Tax 
deposits, in the City of West Lib- 
erty, Kentucky. 

SECTION IV: This rate is for 
the taxable year of 2005/2006 and 
thereafter unless properly 
amended or a new rate established 
by law. 

SECTION V: The assessment 
used by the City for the purpose 
provided herein shall be the 
county assessment as prepared by 
the Morgan County Property 
Valuation Administrator. 

SECTION VI: This ordinance 
shall become effective upon 
proper passage and publication. 

First reading of this ordinance 
conducted on the 16th day of Au- 
gust, 2005. 

Second reading and Adoption 
by the City Council of the City of 
West Liberty, Kentucky, this 22nd 
day of August, 2005.

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Cougars turn away Rowan 
County again with 20-14 win 



Young’s early TD sets 
tone; Collins finds Hall 
for go-ahead score

Morgan County’s Zeke Hall 
ran for a touchdown, then caught 
the go-ahead score in the third 
quarter, as the Cougars won their 
third straight season opener with 
a 20-14 win over rival Rowan 
County. 

It took mere seconds for Mor- 
gan to put its first six points on 
the board. Derrick Young fielded 
the game’s opening kickoff on his 
own 17 yard line and proceeded 
to bolt 83 yards for the seasons 
first score. 

“That was definitely a big play 
for us,” said Cougar Coach Randy 
Wood. “I don’t think Derrick was 
even touched. He found a good 
hole and Brandon Allen laid their 
kicker out with a great block. I 
think they came in confident of 
victory and that play knocked 
them back a bit.” 

Rowan would answer with a 
first quarter score of its own. Run- 
ning back Wayne Stevens took the 
ball in from your yards out. His 



point after kick gave the Vikings 
a 7-6 lead. Rowan added to that 
lead early in the second with a 
three yard scoring run by Brett 
Norman. Another Stevens extra 
point staked Rowan to an eight 
point advantage, but it would 
prove to be short lived. 

Zeke Hall gave the Cougar of- 
fense a shot in the arm with a 33 
yard touchdown run. Derrick 
Young’s two point conversion tied 
the game at 14. The Cougars then 
missed an opportunity to take the 
lead right before the half when 
Brandon Allen fumbled on the 
Viking one yard ling after reeling 
off a run of 45 yards. But, it wasn’t 
the only miscue of the quarter that 
cost Morgan points. The Cougars 
also had a would-be Wes Mont- 
gomery scoring run called back 
due to a holding penalty and were 
forced to settle with the 14-14 tie 
at the half. 

The Cougars most important 
drive of the game came in the third 
quarter, and was highlighted by 
the outstanding play of Zeke Hall. 
With Alex Collins having to tem- 
porarily exit the game with leg 
cramps, Hall fired a 15 yard 
completion to Nathanial Peyton 
for a crucial Cougar first down. 



Hall then moved back to his wide 
out position and promptly caught 
the game’s deciding score-an 
eight yard touchdown pass from 
Alex Collins on fourth down and 
goal. 

“Zeke really stepped up for us 
and made some big plays,” said 
Coach Wood. “He’s a good ath- 
lete who’s capable of doing things 
like that.” 

The Collins to Hall scoring 
hookup provided a 20-14 lead and 
turned the game over to the Cou- 
gar defense. From there, it was 
effectively lights out, as the Mor- 
gan “D” pitched a shutout over the 
game’s 12 minutes, including a 
defensive stand on Rowans final 
drive of the game. 

“In the second half, I really 
didn’t feel like their offense had 
an answer for our defense,” Wood 
said. “Even on their last drive, I 
never felt our lead was threatened. 
Guys like Jon Nickell and Derrick 
Young really stepped up and did 
their jobs. I thought our kids 
played hard.” 

Morgan is off this Friday, but 
will return to the field next week 
for the home opener against Bath 
County. Game time is slated for 
7:30 at Herdman Field.

Offensive 

Resurgence? 

For Kentucky’s offense, last 
season was nothing short of em- 
barrassing and unproductive. The 
Wildcats had their worst offensive 
campaign in eight years, finishing 
dead last in the Southeastern Con- 
ference in both rushing (108 yards 
per game) and total offense (275 
yards per game). The Wildcats 
couldn’t throw it either, account- 
ing for a mere 167 yards per game 
and only nine passing touchdowns 
for the entire season. As for scor- 
ing, UK racked up all of 16 points 
a contest-ranking them 1 1th in the 



conference and 1 14th in the coun- 
try. As one popular Louisville talk 
radio host proudly boasted: “The 
safest place to be in the state dur- 
ing a tornado is Commonwealth 
Stadium-because there’s never a 
touchdown.” 

And while that remark may 
have been a bit harsh and arro- 
gant, let’s be honest-it wasn’t far 
from the truth. Things got so bad 
that offensive coordinator Ron 
Hudson couldn’t even survive the 
season-resigning his position 
prior to the finale against Tennes- 
see. Coach Rich Brooks then 
turned to receivers coach Joker 
Phillips, who promptly turned the 
UT game into his own personal 
offensive showcase. The Wildcats 
rolled up a surprising 323 total 
yards and 31 points, narrowly 
missing a huge upset of nation- 
ally ranked and eventual Cotton 
Bowl winner, Tennessee. 

It’s that promising offensive 
performance that provides a small 
ray of light at the end of the dark 
losing tunnel. Phillips is banking 
on the arm of sophomore quar- 
terback Andre’ Woodson to revive 
UK’s once potent offense (i.e. Tim 
Couch and Jared Lorenzen). Like 
his predecessors, Woodson is big 



(6’5”, 230 lbs) and possesses a 
strong throwing arm. He provided 
a sampling of his talents during a 
rainy Blue- White game back in 
April-completing 30 or 47 passes 
for 478 yards and four touch- 
downs. 

And while Woodson has at- 
tempted only 88 passes in his 
short college career, it is 88 more 
than any other quarterback on 
Kentucky’s roster. Though inex- 
perienced, Woodson is a quality 
passer who’s not afraid to throw 
the ball downfield. Look for Joker 
Phillips to utilize that to the full- 
est extent, spreading the field put- 
ting Woodson in the “shotgun” 
formation at every available op- 
portunity. 

Even if the win column doesn’t 
outweigh the losses, Wildcat foot- 
ball should at least be entertain- 
ing and fun again. 

If you ask me, even that sounds 
like a step in the right direction.

This participant stated: “Just 
look at our health behaviors in the 
grocery store parking lot. We will 
ride around the parking lot seven 
times just to find the closest park- 
ing space. We live in a world 
filled with instant gratification.” 

This participant’s comment 
does not fall on deaf ears. As this 
discussion continued, partici- 
pants highlighted a disconnect 
between the choices people make 
and healthy habits. This is a di- 
lemma that we all face! Do we 
make decisions that we know are 
healthy (yet cost us effort and 
time) or do we stay on the go be- 
cause we feel like there is no 
other choice? 

Just to say that we live in a fast 
pace world and our lack of 
healthy habits is an adaptation to 
our society ignores the fact that 
most individuals have the power 
to make decisions about their life. 
In fact, many participants dis- 
cussed how individuals and fami- 
lies must choose to go against the 
grain in order to be healthy. 

Other participants voiced how 
individuals must make personal 
decisions to live a healthier life. 
For example, one participant 
stated, “It take personal discipline 
to be healthy and some people are 
not willing to take steps towards 
disciplined lifestyles.” 

These discussions uncover the 
difficult decisions that we en- 
counter if we want to be healthy. 
There are no quick fixes. Solu- 
tions will certainly have to be a 
mixture of personal decisions and 
community, family, and social 
support that encourages healthy 
decisions. As one middle-aged 
man stated, “What we are talking 
about is a lifestyle change, not 
just a change in eating habits.” 

How can a community and its’ 
citizens make life more condu- 
cive to healthy decisions? How 
can the community encourage 
healthy decisions that will en-
